RED AND WHITE CURRANTS. 
Writing on this subject im the Weekly 
the Garden ~ Correspondent 

says :'— 
As with Gooseberries, we like our young 
bushes with not less than clean, six-inch 
' legs, as prepared under expert handling 
in our home nurseries ; otherwise suckers 
are apt to prove a nuisance. The 
cordon method, as indicated for Goose- 
berries, is also excellent, provided the 
youngsters are not rushed up, but 
reasonably pruned back each season to 
allow the formation of fruit spurs. If 
the red variety, known as The Comet, 
can be had true to name, it stands first 
in our opinion. Red Dutch, Raby Castle 
and Knight’s Large Red are good, and, 
having grown them all side by side, we 
found little to choose between them. 
The old white, Dutch White, is a superior 
dessert kind, and none of the reds can 
touch it for flavour.

Since going to London 
he has worked as a free lance journalist 
with much success, and his recent book, 
“The Invisible Army,” is a _ notable 
piece of work. It tends to idealise 
the character of Michael Collins, while 
at the same time giving a faithful picture 
of the Ireland of pre-truce days. 

Mr. Ryan has an easy style, which 
makes his work pleasant reading, and I 
am not surprised to hear that his book 
will run into another edition soon. 


«Lilac Time.” 


It is remarkable how the Irish public 
flocks toshear *‘ Lilac Time ’’ year alter 
year. No show of recent years can rival 
it for popularity, and on hearing it for 
the fifth or sixth time last week I was 
struck by its freshness. Franz Schubert 
was among the greatest musicians of al! 
time. Who ean write a song to compare 
with his masterpieces? Even Mozart, for 
all his brilliance, and all his genius for 
melody, must yield pride of place in song- 
writing to the easy-going, rather feckless, 
Schubert, whose life was a succession of 
disappointments and misfortunes. ‘‘ Who 
is Sylvia?” is one of the most beautiful 
songs in music, and “ Hark, hark, the 
lark,’’ is adjudged by the experts to he 
the supreme triumph of the song-writer’s 
art. Personally, if you left me Beethoven, 
Schubert, Wagner and Richard Strauss— 
heretical as this may scem—you could 
have all the rest; not that I do not love 
“Don Giovanni ” and “ Magic Flute,’ 
but the four I have mentioned give you a]! 
that you need—and they are all Germans,

Che Walling of New Ross. 


In the year 1265 a long poem was com- 
posed in Latin to commemorate the wall- 
ing of New Ross by the people of the town. 
Much later this verse was translated into 
English, and it is an interesting docu- 
ment. When it was decided that the city 
should be fortified, those in authority 
arranged the matter very simply. They 
decreed that on Monday morning all 
vintners, drapers and mercers were to 
start the work; of these there were a 
thousand—or so the old poem says. In the 
afternoon the six hundred sailors of the 

lace were to take it up where the others 
eft it. “On Tuesday coat-makers, fullers, 
cloth-dyers and saddiers—four hundred in 
all—earried on the good work ; on Wednes- 
day, butchers, cord-wainers and turners— 
three hundred of them. Thursday was the 
day when the sellers of corn should work ; 
| Friday's labourers cannot be made out; 
Saturday brought the blacksmiths, masons 
and carpenters; but at the end of the week 
the job was not finished: 

“So on Sunday there came down 
All the ladies of the town, 


And a gate the townsmen make, 
Called The Ladies, fer their sake.”

Fresh Roses in Winter. 


Now that the last of the roses are in 
bloom, I hasten to pass on a method that 
will preserve your roses so that you delight 
in their fragrance during the winter. 
Pick them just before they are in full 
bloom, making sure that the stem is 
broken off from the thick stem of the: tree. 
Melt some ordinary sealing wax and wrap 
the ends of the stems in it. Roll in tissue 
paper and place in an airtight tin or 
box. When you require roses take them 
out—in the evening if possible—cut off 
the waxed ends, and leave the flowers in 
water overnight. On the following day thev 
will be found to be perfectly fresh, as if 
only just picked.

WINTER HOLIDAYS. 


WHY NOT SPEND THEM 
AT HOME>? 


One good resuit of the present state of 
affairs is that many Irish people are find,ng 
out for the first time in their hé the possi- 
bilities of their own country. Only the other 
day, for instance, I learnt all- about the 
mer,ts of Irish coal, writes a correspondent. 

As one of those people who firmly believe 
in the old adage, ‘‘ Never do to-day what 
you can put off till to-morrow,” it was not 
until warned by the nip in the air and the 
empty condition of my ceilar that I wrote to 
the manager of our local gas works, only to 
find that he could no longer supply me with 
Welsh coal. 

I live in County Kilkenny, and I had 
always heen told by my neighbours that if 1 
ordered Castlecomer coal my cook would 
immediateiy give notice, as it was impossible 
to use in an ordinary range. Well, there was 
nothing else for it; so I took my courage in 
both hands and ordered a trial ton. The 
result was a complete success, and my cook 
is still with me. 

With the aid of a sod of turf and dry sticks 
we got the coal to light easily, both in the 
range and in open fireplaces, and we have had 
better and more economical fires than ever 
before. Good fires are certainly a great help 
in getting through the winter, and also there 
is nothing pleasanter, especially when one is 
getting on in life, than to be able to get away 
for a holiday, however brief. Here again 
there is no need to go outside one’s own 
country,

I know that a lot of people will say what 
on earth can one do with one’s self during a 
winter holiday at home. Well, there are many 
days in our mild southern climate when it 
is joy to he out on the golf links or just 
rambling about the lovely country; days, 
even in January, when one can bask in the 
warm sunshine, and detect more than a hint 
of spring in the golden ‘lights which pass 
across the upposite hillside, — 

It is true that there are many others when 
the whole countryside is lashed with gales 
or completely blurred in ceaseless drizzle. 
But then indoors there is warmth and com- 
fort and pleasant eompany to pass the time.

FOUR PROVINCES 
COVERED. 


DELEGATES ADOPT 
CONSTITUTION. 


Ls LONGFORD presided at a meeting 


ol representatives from amateur dra- 
matic societies which was held at the 
Peacock Theatre, Dublin, yesterday. e ob- 
ject was to consider a report from the sub- 
committee appointed last July to examine 
the prospects for an Irish Drama Association. 
’ The sub-committee’s report stated that their 
members (consisting of Miss Madeline Ross, 
Mr. J. J. Henry, Mr. 8. H. R. Price, Mr. J. 
F. Gill and Mr. P. J. Bell) had held five meet- 
ings since its inception. Mr. J. J. Hayes, 
the honorary secretary (pro tem), was also im 
attendance. : 
The chief task of the sub-committee was 
that of drafting a constitution, and in due 
course a proposed constitution was agreed 


cided thet it would not be in the best in- 
terestsuof the association to confine its mem- 
bership to amateurs exclusively. . This de- 
cision was based on the fact that in the final 
analysis the amcteur theatre is not, and could 
not be, independent of the professional theatre, 
inasmuch as the latter includes authors, actors 
and producers, who would be of inestimable 
value in promoting the objects of the associa- 
tion. It was, therefore, unanimous'y agre 

to alter the proposed title of the association 
from '“The National Association ‘of Irish 
Amatenr Dramatic Societies ' to “‘ The Drama 


Association of Ireland.’’ 


ALLIANCE WITH BRITAIN. 

After further observations, the report went 

on to state that, arising out of a communica- 
tion from the British Drama League, the sub 
committee ascertained that by the association 
taking out a group membership in the League, 
similar to that of any individual society, i 
would be practicable to enter into an agree- 
ment with the British Drama League whereby 
Irish groups would become eligible to take 
part in the annual London festival. By this 
arrangement any group affiliated to the Trish 
Acsociation may take part in the London 
Festival 
The sub-committee accordingly recommended 
that the Drama Association of Ireland should 
take out membership in the British Drama 
League, and pointed out that this membership 
would carry advantages in many directions 
It further recommended that the National 
Council be authorised to enter into the neces- 
sary. arrangements with the British Drama 
League for the part'cipation of Irish groups In 
the London Festival. . 
The sub-committee, the report stated, re- 
frained from taking any steps in the 
direction of rules relating to drama festivals 
under the sponsorship of the Association, 
feeling that the drafting of such rules 
should be left to the National Council. It 
assumed that ell such festivals would be 
confined to amateurs. 

It. was strongly urged that a second 

division competition should be included in 
the festival competitions for clnbs and 
societies which would not enter for com- 
petitions constituting channels of approach to 
the annual national festival, but which 
would otherwise be desirous of taking part 
ia festivals. 
After the sub-committee’s report had been 
discussed in detail, it was finally passed, 
and the meeting went on to consider the 
proposed constitution. 


PROVINCIAL FESTIVALS. 
The constitution provides for a National 
Council, which shall conduct the business of 
the Association. The Council is to consist 
of three representatives from each of the 
four provinces of Ireland, and has power to 
co-opt a further four members. Jt has 
power to make rules regulating the festivals. 
The business of each province is to be 
conducted by a provincial committee, elected 
annually by the votes of the eluhs and 
societies in that province. Local or district 


committees, working under their provincial 


committee, may be formed for the purpose 
of promoting ‘and. rganising preliminary 
festivals 

As regards the organisation of festivals, 
it is provided that the provincial committees 
shall be resnonsible for preliminary and pro- 
vincial festivals within their jurisdicticn. 
The National Council shall be responsible 
for the organisation of a national final 
festival. at which a selected number of 
teams from each province shall perforra, and 
shall also be responsible for the organisation 
of international festivals with other 
countries. 

The constitution was considered and finally 
adopted, after some minor amendments had 
been agreed 

In the course of the discussion which 
took place on the constitution, Mr. J. J. 
Henry said that it had been modelled on 
those of the British and Scottish Drama 
Leagues, and that they had taken the best 
features of each for their purposes. He 
thought that the method of dividiog Ireland 
into four provincial committees was the most 
suitable that could have been devised. 


AMATEUR STATUS. 


The constitution having been adopted, a 
long discussion ensued as regards the 
definition of amateur status for clubs and 
societies taking part in festivals promoted 
by the Association. An agreement was 
finally reached. 

Certain amendments from the Cork 

Shakespearean Society and the Clonmel 
Comedy Players (on behalf of Tipperary 
groups) were referred to the National 
Corncil. 
The election of provincial committees is to 
be carried out in the various provinces within 
the next two weeks. After this has been 
done the election of a National Council will 
be held at once.

8 America becoming self-conscious? It 
seems a curious question to ask, seeing 
that| America in the past has been dis- 

tinguished by a complete absence of this fail- 
ing. America, her citizens were never tired 
of telling us, was the most powerful, most pro- 
gressive, and most wealthy nation in the 
world, it was ‘‘ God's own country,” and the 
hundred per cent. American (whatever that 
was) represented the highest stage in man's. 
development. 

The films, naturally, reflected this outlook : 
and it is because some of them now seem to be 
illustrating a slightly different point of view 
that the question is worth asking. There is 
still, of course, a steady stream of pictures 
which show how America won the War, or 
how the ambition of every young man should 
be to become an American business magnate 
as soon as possible ; but along with these there 
is a minority of films which seems to display 
another attitude to America—one of disillusion 
or one of satire. 

It started some years ago with some very 
clever skits on Hollyw itself, which the 
American public bad carefully been trained to 
regard as a sort of Parnassus, inhabited by 
god-like beings of incredible beauty, allure 
and courage. These films, however, did not 
me a very wide currency among the general 

ublic. 

The later gangster films were, perhaps, the 
first general indication of a change, although 
the producers adopted a rather smug tone of 
condemnation which was little more than an 
excusé for getting their pictures past the 
censor. Whatever their label, they still re- 
mained a_ glorification of the American 
‘tough,’ but even the change of label was 
significant. ‘‘ The Ruling Voice’’ (which 
appeared in Dublin some months ago) was 
the nearest approach to a real exposure of the 
gangster peril. | ; 


BOX OFFICE APPEAL. 

Far more interesting were the newspaper 
films, such as ‘* Scandal Sheet " and “ kive 
Star Final.” Crude and sensational, as most 
of them were, they did show a surprising 
change of front. If those pictures had been 
produced, say, ten years ago, who can doubt 
that they would have lauded the enterprise, 
smartness and general ability of the American 
newspaper man! Both these films, however, 
dealt in quite a different way with such quali- 
ties ; they admitted and condemned them ; and 
they showed that unscrupulous smartness cap 
have horrible results. 

Quite lately, again, we have seen “ It’s 
Tough to be Famous,’’ where this tendency is 
even more marked. The picture was a really 
clever satire on American hero-worshiping, 
and showed us the “ hero ” as he really is— 
that is, the victim of autograph hunters, and 
of pushing business men who exploit him as 
an advertisement. Now a film is in produc- 
tion which is to satirise the ‘‘ crooner,’’ une of 
the most regrettable by-products of American 
* jazz.’ 

Lhe important point is that these films are 
not produced by (or for) a small, rebellious 
cligue, but are intended for production in 
the big picture-houses and for a wide public. 
They would not be produced at all unless the 
man in the street demanded it, and this 
leads one to ask whether a change of outlook 
really is going on in America, 

It. might eo well be so. While America 

was on top of the world there was every 
excuse for a new, vigorous nation to become 
bumptious and over-confident. . Now things 
are different; the factories are working on 
half time, there are bread lines in the big 
towns, and even the obtuser citizens have 
reason to wonder whether gangsters and a 
corrupt police are quite compatible with the 
highest standards of civilisation. Contact 
with the harsher realities may be leading to 
a humbler and saner view. 
This new tendency is not sufficiently marked 
at present to justify anything more than 
ony Ps. and the number of films which 
show itis very amail as compared with the 
number which continues along the old self- 
confident line. It is possible, of course, that 
it is only an experiment which the box-offices 
even now may have proved to be mistaken. 
but, at all events, it will be interesting to 
keep an eye on forthcoming productions irom 
America. 


LOCAL PROGRAMMES. 

It is a pity that affairs are so ordered in 
Dublin that some weeks we get nothing at all 
and other weeks almost too much. Last week 
was a particularly blank one for films, but at 
present almost all the leading houses are 
showing pictures that are worth a visit. - 
Lhe Grafton opened on Friday with 
“ Kameradschaft,’’ which will be continued 
throughout the week. As most filmgoers 
probably know already, it is the story of a 
band of German miners who went as & rescue 
party to a Irench mine just across the 
border, and it shows how a common danger 
can break down racial! barriers. 
Directed by Pabst, this film is in the very 
highest class, and must be seen. Unless 
Dubliners have no taste at all, it should run 
for at least a fortnight. 
“ Hell's Divers,’’ at the Savoy, is a very 
welcome surprise. It is, of course, the usua: 
glorification of the American airman, strung 
on to the usual mane kind of story. Nobody 
should allow himself to be put off by that, 
or he will miss some of the finest photo- 
graphy that has yet been seen in a film. 
kiven our old friend, Wallace Beery, plays 
second fiddle to the camcra-man, who has 
brought more beauty out of his subject than 
one would have thought possible. 
‘The Broken Wing,’’ at the Capitol, is 
another aerial picture, in which Leo Carrillo 
and Lupe Velez are the stars. It has a 
Spanish-American setting, and deals with the 
complications which arise following Leo’s loss 
of memory in a crash. The story is based on 
a stage play of the same nume. 
‘‘ Arrowsmith,’’ at the Metropole, is quite 
a good film, but not in Ronald Colman’s 
usual style. The story is based on Sinclair 
Lewis's novel, and concerns a young scientific 
doctor who thinks he has discovered a new 
serum. Extravagant claims in the newspapers 
make it necessary for him to prove his theory 
or be made to appear ridisulons, and in the 
course of the proof, which takes place in a 
lague centre, he loses his wife and best 
riend. 
The idea is a good one, but the film is not 
quite the success it ought to be. 
The Corinthian is showing a thriller, “ The 
Murders in the Rue Morgue,” based on Edgar 
Allen. Poe’s famous story. As might be ex- 
pected, it is of the gruesome type, and should 
provide plenty of excitement. The support-

AN INDUSTRY WITH A | 
_ FUTURE. 
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From Our AGRICULTURBAL CORRESPONDENT. 


R the first time since 1927 the Royal 
F° Horiicultural and Arboricultural Society 
of Ireland will hold a Winter Fruit 
Show on Wednesday and Thursday this week 
in the Covered Cuurt, Earlsfort terrace, Dub- 
lin, by permission of the Earl of Iveagh, K.P. 
The decision to hold a show this season was 
arrived at as the result of articles on the 1m- 
portance of, aud necessity for, fruit-growing 
in Ireland which have appeared in the 
irish Times. 3 
The society is anxious to make the show 
representative of Irish-grown fruit. in Co. 
Dublin the season has not been a favourable 
one for fruit-growers, but other parts of the 
country were more fortunate, and in the 
South especially apples of splendid colour and 
quality have been grown. As a result of the 
wociety’s efforts over 600 entries have been 
received from all parts of the Free State. In 
the 32 classes provided for apples alone the 
entries amount to 480, while in the eleven 
classes for pears there are over a hundred 


entries. 


HITHERTO “A LOSS. 

If the venture is supported by the public 
as it Is hoped the show is likely to become 
an annual fixture. In the past, as Sir 
Frederick Moore, Hon. Secretary of the 
R.H.S8.1., informed the writer on Satarday, 
fruit shows have been a source of heavy loss 
to the society because the public does not 
seem to appreciate them. However, there are 
now so many new houses with gardens suit- 
able for fruit-growing on a small scale that 
‘one may expect the owners to evince a desire 
to see the varieties of fruit that can best 
be grown in this country. 

There are seven classes for collections of 
apples, two being for collections of twelve 
dishes, each different, There is a reserve class 
for collections of six dishes, each difterent, 
four cooking and two dessert, while the re- 
muinder are for collections of cooking and 
dessert apples respectively. The “small classes 
enable the smaller growers to compete suc- 


cessfully. 


FOR MARKETING. ay 

In the single dish classes the varieties 
catered for are those which are best adapted 
to market and utility purposes, Some varieties 
in this section will be represented by as 
many as 37 entries, as in the case of that 
popular dessert apple, Allington Pippin. An- 
other good dessert variety is Cox's Orange 
Pippin, of which there are 24 entries, This, 
however, is suitable only for a dry, sunny 
aspect, and will not stand heavy soil, 
There ara to be 41 dishes of that admirable 
cooking apple, Rramley’s Seedling, while there 
are 23 entries of Charles Ross, an extremely 
attractive apple, suitable alike for eating or 
cooking. Aimong late keeping a ples, Sir F. 
W. Moore places Bramley's ling, Lane s 
Prince Albert and Newtown Wonder in the 
order named. The best of the early cookers, 
in his opinion, are Lord Grosvenor, Early 
Victoria and Grenadier. 

Visitors to the Show will see at a glance 
what apples are the most popular, and can 
incidentally discover under what conditions 


‘they thrive best. 
Tw 


o classes are provided for apples packed 
for market in bushel and half-bushel boxes, 
with a view to helping commercial apple- 
growing. As Sir Frederick’Moore remarked, 
there is no use in having a show of apples 
uifless the public also see how they should be 
ked for market. An important matter in 
eveloping Irish apple veer Í is the ie. 
vision oí a cheap non-returnable box in which 
the apples can be safely packed. This section 
has attracted the satisfactory entry of 19. 


BOTTLED FRUITS. 

Good support has been received in the 
section for bottled fruits. Excellent work is 
being done by the horticultural instructors in 
teaching growers how to make a success of 
bottling. 

When Sir Frederick Mooré was asked what 
he thought of fruit-growing for profit, he said 
there was no question about the superiority of 
home-grown cookers, such as Bramley’s 
Seedling, over any Continental or Colonial 
apples. There were possibilities in the 
marketing of fruit for those who cared to take 
advantage of it, and if they would only 
market their produce properly. One had only 
to see how home-grown apples were put on 
the market to see how money was thrown 
away through carelessness, not merely in 
packing,.but im other ways. 

Fruit trees failed, he said, because they 
were not sprayed, pruned or manured at suit- 
able times. Neglect of these important de- 
tails had caused many a useful orchard to 
become unproductive. 

Some good dessert apples could be grown 
in certain districts, among them being 
Allington Tin in, Worcester. Permain, James 
Greeve and Gladstone. 

On the opening day of the Show (Wednes- 
day) it is intended to have a conference of 
exhibitors with a view to discussing the out- 
look for fruit-growing generally.

Commissioners, Dr. Arnold, of Rugby, helped 
in the preparation of the latter part of the 
Acts of the Apostles. The extracts were 
based on the two versions, Authorised and 
Douay... 

The aecusation that Dr. Whately was made 
Archbishop of Dublin because the British 
Government wanted him to take charge of the 
new national education scheme for Ireland 
led to the publication of a document which 
rarely sees the light—the actual letter sent to 
the divine whom it is proposed to promote 
Not only was Lord Grey’s 
letter to Dr. Whately published, but also Lord 
Anglesey’s letter to the Bishop of Raphoe, 
offering him translation to . Dublin. Dr. 
Bissett, the Bishop of Raphoe, declined the 
offer, mainly on account of his age, and then 
Lord Grey offered the Archbishopric-to Dr. 
Whately. 

The national system was so unpopular in 
the North that in 1832 the school at Dromlee 
was wrecked by a mob. Dressage (Tyrone) 
School was burned down in 1834: Beltorey 
School was burned down in 1835: Arma- 
loughey School was wrecked in 1825, and 
four schools in Antrim and one in Down closed 
through intimidation.

HE Committee of the unemploved of 
Derry City having abandoned the pro- 
posed hunger-march to the workhouse, 

a deputation of seven went to-day to the 
workhouse at the time the Guardians were 
holding their meeting. 

The Guardians were informed by the 
Master that on Wednesday night admission 
was sought by eight of the unemployed, who 
later climbed the wall and left. <A few of 
them had drink taken, he added. On Thars- 
day night fourteen were admitted to the 
body of the workhouse, and still remained, 
and on Friday night nine were admitted. 

Two detectives in plain clothes sat in the 
boardroom beside the members, and when the 
deputationists entered they were accompanied 
by two policemen in uniform. At the en- 
trance to the workhouse there were about 
half a dozen policemen on duty. 

Mr. E. Brady, one of the deputation, said 
that they were doing their best to keep law 
and order, but, at the same time, they 
wanted to be treated as human beings. The 
Guardians were taking no action, There was 
determination among the unemployed, and, 
unfortunately, desperation was setting in, 
too. He couid take the Guardians to about 
700 homes with bare cupboards, and not a 
penny of income—dependent on their neigh 
bours. 

"We are holding a mass of people back,” 
said Mr. Brady. ‘‘ But we can only go a 
certain length, and when they get. out of 
hand the responsibility will be on the 
Guardians.’’ 


GUARDIANS’ ACTION, 

The deputation having retiged for the 
Guardians to discuss the matter, Mr. A. 
Curran moved that they ask the Northern

Navan Fishery 


Prosecution.

LT Navan Sessions, Thomas Reilly, 
A Ludlow street, Navan, was fined £4, 
with £1 1s. costs, or in default one 
calendar month imprisonment on a charge 
of being unlawfully in the River Boyne, and 
— a stroke haul for the purpose of tak.ng 
sn. 


Christopher McGrath, bailiff, gave evidence 
that on the llth August last he observed 
from Athlumney Bridge the defendant in the 
River Boyne with his trousers tucked up 
and a around between the weirs, 
apparently looking for fish. In this river 
there are salmon and trout. The defendant 
had a small fishing rod in his hands. 
Witness walked down to a laneway and met 
Reilly comiug from the river. Defendant had 
on his boots at the time and had no. rod. 
Witness passed defendant, and going to a 
small island found the rod. The rod had 
three prongs to the hook, known as a stroke 
haul. In the meantime defendant had returned 
and witness asked him what he had been 
doing in the water. The defendant replied 
that he was only snatching a few eels, and 
told wituess he could make the best of it. 
The defendant refused to give his name, and 
witness had to call on Sergeant Deneghy to 
get his name. The rod was about seven 
or eight feet long, and had a line attached 
to the hook. 

Edward Horan, inspector, examined, said 
that the hook produced was a stroke haul, 
and was an illegal instrament for fishing 
under the Act. There was no doubt there 
were salmon and trout in the river. 

The defendant swore that there were no 
fish in the river. At the time the bailiff 
saw him he was looking for a frog to catch 
some pike. He left the rod on an island to 
get some cigarettes, and when he returned 
the bailiff was in possession of the rod. 


DEFENDANT’S STATEMENT. 

In reply to Mr. Tallon, solicitor for 
pla:nt:ffs, the Boyne Fishery Conservators, 
the defendant said that it was not the usual 
rod he used for fishing, but on this occasion 
he was fishing for nike with frogs and the 
hook was for holding the frog. He knew it! 
was a three-prong hook, but did not know it 
was illegal to fish with such a hook. He did 
not know it was a stroke haul. He often 
fished, but had no licence. 

Justice Goff said that it was illegal to fish 
with the type of instrument for any kind of 
fish under the Act, and the minimum fine 
he could impose was £4. 

Asked if he wanted any time to pay, the 
defendant said: ‘‘ Six months.’’ 

In reply to Mr. Tallon, Sergeant Dennehy 
said that defendant would never be able to 


pay. | 

Defendant said that he did not work for 
the past three years. 

Mr. Tallon—I do not see why you should 
with plenty of fish in the river and having 
an instrument like you had. 

Proceeding, Mr. Tallon said that it was 
an unusual case. It was a very serious 
offence, and especially as the Minister (Mr. 
Ruttledge) was trying to develop the fishing 
industry. There was nothing heroic in fish- 
ing illegally. : 

he ne said that he hoped the young 
fellows would see that it was a very serious 
offence to fish illegally, as fishing was now 
a very important and valuable industry. 

Mr. Tallon said that if the defendant got 
a memorial signed by a number of towns 
people and sént it to the Minister he might 
recommend a reduction in the fine, but under 
the Act the minimum fine the Justice could 
impose was £4. It was a heavy fine for a 
youth that did no work, but would act as 
a warning to others.

Ordeal.

Returning to her kitchen after an absence 
of fifteen minutes in the garden, where she 
had gone for potatoes, a County Wexford 
farm labourer’s wife, Mrs. Margaret Roch- 
ford, found that her six months’ old daughter 
had been dragged from her cradle by pigs. 

At the inquest which was held in the 
County Hospital, Wexford, on the body of the 
child, Mrs. Rochford said that when she was 
about ten minutes in the garden her five-year- 
old son, who was in the same apartment as 
the infant, came out to her, but did not say 
anything about pigs. Five minutes later she 
returned to the kitchen to find two pigs there. 
The infant had been dragged out of the 
cradle. She sent for Dr. O'Connor, Carrig- 
byrne, who treated the injuries and had the 
child removed to the County Hospital, 
Wexford, 

Dr. 1. A. Bouchier Hayes, acting surgeon, 
County Hospital, said that the child died from 
shock, the result of the injuries. A verdict in 
accordance with the medical testimony was 
returned.

- SACRIFICES. 


RAIL SHOPMEN'S 
RESOLY E. 


a 
UNITED FRONT 
URGED. 


NDER the auspices of the Railway 
Shops’ Joint Council, a mass meeting 
of railway shopmen was held in the 

Rotunda Picture Hall, Dublin, yesterday, to 
consider the position of the employés in the 
Inchicore a stone engineering work- 
shops as a result of the agreement reached in 
the recent court action broúght by the N.U.R. 
against the. Great Southern Railways Com- 


r. E. Gaynor, Irish Railway and General 
Engineering Union, who presided, said that 
the meeting had been summoned to give the 
men a full report of the actions taken by the 
General Council since the company asked for 
a reduction of £20,000 in the shopmen’s 
wages. The Council would ask the meeting 
for a direction as to future action. 

Mr. T. O'Hanlon (secretary, N.U.V.B.) 
said that the unfortunate thing was that they 
had not unity in their own ranks. He was 
not in full aecord with all the actions of the 
Council, but they should be in a position to 
put up a united front in this fight with the 
railway we i lÁ They had only a breathing 
space until Friday week, and it was for the 
men to see that nothing should stand in the 
way of negotiations being opened up. The 
unions that would be responsible for disunity 
were traitors to their class, and the men 
would be traitors to themselves and their 
families if they did not all unite now. They 
had, he said, appealed to the Government for 
an inquiry, but in vain. Some said they had 
the Government behind them, but that was not 
so. In the. case of the Dundalk strike the 
Government left the men to fight their own 
battle. They would get no help from any 
Government, except one of their own class. 

A member of the audience said that, as they 
had already given their answer to the com- 
pany, there was no need for further negotia- 
tion. Let the company take action, and then 
let the men take action. 

Another member declared that what was 
wrong was inter-union jealousy. 

Mr. O'Hagan nage moved :—‘‘That 
this meeting resolve to resist by every means 
in their power any worsening of conditions 
in view of past sacrifices of the shopmen.”’ 

There should, he said, be no further 
sacrifices on the part of shopmen either in 
regard to dismissals, a month’s holidays, or 
any effort to worsen their conditions in the 
matter of wages. 

Mr. Moore (1.R.G.E.U.) seconded the re- 
solution, which was passed, with two dis- 
sentients. 

On the motion of Mr. W. McDonnell, 
seconded by Mr. G. Dunne, it was resolved 
to ask the Government to co-ordinate road 
and rail transport under State ownership and 
State control. 


OBITUARY.

MR. JOHN CHALONER SMITH. 


The death has occurred of Mr. John 
Chaloner Smith, D.8Sc.,  M.Inst.C.E.l., 
assistant engineer, Board of Works, at his 
residence, 11 Mount Eden road, Donnybrook, 
Dublin. 

Born in 1870, Mr, Smith was the son of the 
late Mr. John Chaloner Smith, Past President 
of the Institute of Civil Engineers in Ireland. 
He was educated at Sedburg Grammar School 
and served his pupilage with the late Mr. B. 
D. Wise, Engineer-in-Chief to the Belfast and 
Northern Counties Railway Company. He 
was engaged on the building of the “ Loop 
Line ” under his father, who was Chief 


Engineer to the Dublin, Wicklow and Wex- |. 


ford Railway Company. 

Some thirty-six years ago Mr. Chaloner 
Smith entered the service of the Board of 
Wotks,.and was engaged on the Cleggan Pier 
and many other works in the West of Ireland. 
He was engaged principally on marine and 
arterial drainage works. In 1896 he joined 
the Institute of Civil Engineers, Ireland, of 
which he was hon. secretary from 1921 to 
1926, and later became vice-president. 

In 1925 Mr. Chaloner Smith was selected to 
confer with and assist Professor Meyer Peter 
on a scheme for the drainage of the River 
Barrow. Subsequently the plans of the Swiss 
engineers being adjudged too costly, an 
alternative scheme, based on Mr. (Chaloner 
Smith's calculations, was adopted, and he was 
Ea engineer in charge of the. work. His 
pians have proved his ability, and the work, 
which was km in August, 1926, and is now 
nearing completion, promises to be an out- 
standing success. 

In 1929 the National University of Ireland 
conferred on Mr. Chaloner Smith the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Science in recognition 
of his work on the calculation of the 
flow of the River Shannon, which 
proved so valuable in the design of the 
Shannon Power Scheme. Mr. Chaloner Smith 
would have been elected president of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers this year had it 
not been that ill-health compelled him to 
decline the honour. 

He was regarded by members of his pro- 
fession as a notable authority on arterial 
drainage. At the Institute he read papers 
dealing with the average flow catchment areas 
in Ireland, and was awarded the Mullins Gold 
Medal for a paper on “‘ The Volume of Flow 
from Large Catchment Areas,”’ and the 
‘Smith ‘Testimonial’’ for a paper on 
‘‘ Eliminatory Flood Effects from a Series of 
River Gaugings.”’ 

He is survived by his widow and two 
children, 


CAPTAIN G. M. MAHER. 

We regret to announce that Captain George 
Maurice Maher died on Saturday, after about 
two months illness, at his residence, Ballin- 
keele, County Wexford. Captain Maher was 
aged years. He had served in the 7th 
Dragoon .Guards, and was a Deputy- 
Lieutenant for County Wexford. The second 
son of the late J. Maher, M.P., of Ballin- 
keele, he was a member of a family that for 
generations had been landed proprietors in 
the county, and were active supporters of 
hunting and horse racing. 

Some fifty years ago the Ballinkeele stables 
hau a score of racehorses in training. With 
the exception of the Curragh, the Wexford 
Meeting then was the largest held in Ireland. 
The most notable of the Maher racers was 
Frigate, a mare that ran in seven Grand 
National races, being second on two occasions 
and winning the race in 1889. She was 
trained on a replica of the ‘‘ National ” 
course, laid ont at Ballinkeele, and on her 
death was buried standing upright in the 
Ballinkeele lawn, and carrying her travelling | 
rug, saddle and bridle. 

aptain Maher is survived by his brother, 
Mr. John Maher, and his nephews, Mr. 
Matthias and Mr. George Maher.

COMPETITION RESULTS. 


The judging of potato crops entered in the 
competitions organised by Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., has now been completed, 
and these show in a general way that the 
potato crop this season will give an all round 
abundant vield, although no very extraordi- 
nary weights were recorded. 

First prizes in the various groups were won 
by growers whose crops turned out on trial 
to be in .aost instances ovér 20 tons per acre. 
The heaviest crop in the whole scheme was 
shown by Mr. R, Moffat, Cloonnass, Bally- 
more, Co. Donegal, which scaled 23t. 17c. 
and was an excellent example of what can be 
achieved by the adoption of up-to-date cul- 
tural methods. 

The judges, who were uniformly impressed 
by the high standard attained by the prize 
winners, suggested the following points as 
worthy of attention :—Thorough and deep cul- 
tivation; dung should be hed in during 
the autumn; medium-s drills, say about 
26"’ wide; frequent change of seed, say ever 
two years; liberal application of a well- 
balanced fertiliser, either mixed on the farm 
or purchased already mixed by the factory ; 
frequent cultivation during the early part of 
the growing seasdu; spraying early and often

‘BELFAST BACK 


TO NORMAL. 
STRIKERS ACCEPT 
RELIEF TERMS. 


A “GLORIOUS VICTORY” 
CLAIMED.

BELFAST, Sunday. 


HE strike of Belfast distress relief 
workers and the troubles arising 
from it have terminated. The relief 
workers, at a largely attended meeting in 
St. Mary's Hall last night, decided to 
accept the terms offered by the Govern- 
ment. The strike was declared off, and 
work will be resumed to-morrow. 
Mr. Thomas Geehan, one of the strike 
leaders, who presided at the meeting, pro- 
posed the acceptance, and in doing so said 


that the struggle of the past two weeks 
r 


would be regarded as the most glorious in 
the history of the working classes in the 
North. | 

“ What we have achieved,’’ he declared, 
“gives the direct lie amd contradiction to 
those who said the workers of Belfast could 
not be united and would not fight.’’ 

They had seen Protestants and Catholics 
marching together and, on Tuesday, fight- 
ing together. Three weeks ago married 
men with families went to the Guardians, 
to be treated with contempt and offered 8s. 
a week, Now the Government and 
Guardians had been forced to increase this 
to 24s. and 32s. a week, and to fix a scale. 
Never before was there a scale. The 
amount offered depended on the mood of 
the Guardians. The single men and women 
had also secired a wonderful victory, and 
a minimum of 10s. would be granted, 


NOT SATISFIED. 


The workers would no longer have to 
answer insulting questions, Mr. Geehan 
declared. The only qualification required 
for the benefit auaild ba that.the applicant 
was genuinely unemployed and was not in 
receipt of the dole. 

Although accepting the terms, they 
would make it clear to the authorities that 
they were not satisfied with the task work. 
They looked forward to the day when task 
work would be stopped altogether. 

The Rev. J. N. Spence, Belfast Centra] 
Mission (Methodist), said that not only 
had the workers been solid, but the 
Churches also. The Christian Churches 
were united in striving to help to achieve 
what they believed was the right thing. 
The terms, he thought, were those the 
Churches had asked the Guardians to 
adopt. They had got to see that they made 
the best of the new terms, and work 
together to make a fair society and a fair 
city. 

Resolutions were adopted to organise a 
trade union of relief workers, to see that 
the new terms were carried out, and also 
calling for the release of those imprisoned 
for disorders during the week. 

Another resolution protested against the 
deportation of Mr. Tom Mann, 

he meeting opened by the passing of a 
vote of condolence to the relatives of the 
‘* working-class victims who fell in this 
struggle,’’ over two thousand in the hall 
standing in silence. 


COMMUNIST ARRESTED. 


The police authorities in Belfast banned 
all meetings at the Custom House steps 
to-day in view of the proposal to hold a 
Socialist meeting. The order applied to 
all meetings, including those of a religious 
character, such as those held by the 
Salvation Army and other religious bodies. 

The Custom House steps have for years 
been used for Sunday meetings of a polli- 
tical and religious character. “There was a 
large force of police in the vicinity this 
afternoon, and people who had assembled 
for the usual meetings were told by the 
police to move on, and they were not per- 
mitted te congregate in groups. 

A Communist leader was arrested to-day 
on charges arising out of the recent dis- 
turbances. 

It is anticipated that, in the event of 
continued quietness in the city, the five 
hundred policemen drafted into Belfast 
will be sent back to their stations within 
the next two days, and that the curfew 
order will be lifted to-morrow night.

Because she is resolutely against the 
Four-Power Conference coming under 
Geneva influences, Germany will not take 
part in such a conference here. The invita- 
tion to her to go to Geneva must be re- 
garded in Germany as ‘humiliating ''— 
oficial quarters say—inasmuch as the 
German Government's objections to shift- 
ing the conference from London were com- 
municated to the British Chargé d’ Affaires 
a week ago. 

Official Germany shares the view of the 
French and British Governments that the 
Four-Power Conference is solely of a pre- 
paratory nature, and that its purpose is 
not to solve the disarmament problem, but 
to prepare the ground and create condi- 
tions for tackling it; but Germany cannot 
return to Geneva—which, for her, 1s 
the Disarmament Conference—until her 
equality claims have been settled. The 
change of venue is attributed to gerry- 
mandering on the part of France to get 
Germany linked up with the Disarmament 
Conference again. 

Official circles conclude from a _ state- 
ment of policy outlined semi-officially in 
Paris that France expects Germany to 
take part in the conference without know- 
ing whether its findings are to be applied 
to her. Germany’s standpoint, it is de- 
clared, is clear beyond question, She can 
look on with composure if the three other 
Powers meet without her.

ALL-NIGHT SEARCH 
FOR AEROPLANE.

DESTROYER AND FLYING

M.S. Broke, from Devonport, a fly- 

é ing boat from the R.A.F. station 
at Mount Batten, near Plymouth, and 
three Devonshire lifeboats, yesterday made 
a methodical, but unsuccessful, search in 
the Channel off the Devon coast for an 
aeroplane which was believed to have come 
down in the sea about eight miles south of 
Bolt Head on Saturday night. 

An 8.0.8. from the machine was picked 
up by the steamer Nyanza, which trans- 
mitted news of the aeroplane’s flight. This 
was received by the radio station at Niton, 
Isle of Wight. The Salcombe lifeboat was 
launched at about 6 o’clock on Saturday 
evening, and continued the search until 
a quarter to one yesterday morning, when 
she returned; but after a few hours’ rest 
the crew were again out, almost as soon 
as it was light, and the search over a 
wide area to the south-west was continued, 
the Salcombe lifeboat being joined by the 
Brixham and Plymouth lifeboats, H.M.S. 
Broke and the flying boat, 

The search was discontinued in the 
afternoon, when it was reported that no 
trace of the missing aircraft had been 
found 

An official of the Air Ministry stated 
yesterday that no British machines had 
been reported as missing. 

“We are not disposed to regard this 
matter as a hoax,”’ he said, “‘but it is 
certainly very mysterious. We have con- 
ducted an extensive search over the whole 
of the area mentioned, and have found 
nothing. Visibility was extremely good 
this morning, but, of course, if the air- 
plane’ was damaged, it might have sunk 
before rescuing craft could reach it.’’ 

It was stated at the Air Ministry last 
night that five vessels in the Channel] had 
reported the receipt of distress signals, 
and had searched the region from which 
the signals came. One of them saw 4 
rocket fired, and the remainder went to 
the area indicated in response to the wire- 
less 8.0.8.

ECONOMY AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
The comments aroused by Mr. Lansbury’s 
recent letter on the plight of the unem- 
ployed have proved that heartfelt sympathy 
with poverty in the midst of plenty is 
universal, but they have not all been of 
equal merit in realising that a senti- 
mentally sympathetic heart is useless 
without a practically sympathetic head. 
The suggestions that unemployment can 
be conquered by relief works or by the 
distribution to the unemployed of relief 
at rates practically equivalent to wages 
have only to be translated into figures to 
be repudiated by every responsible person, 
It costs £600 to employ one person directly 
for one year on publicly financed works, 
but, on the assumption that one person 
in direct employment means one other 
tack indirectly employed, the cost may 
e put at £300. Therefore, to remove two 
million persons from the unemployment 
registers for one year only would Cost 
£600,000,000, or £500,000,000 if credit be 
taken for the saving on relief and in- 
surance benefit. 

It is probable that the demand for an 
orgy of relief works, or for a great in- 
crease in the scale of public charity, :s 
mainly due to a confusion between the 
problem of relieving destitution and the 
problem of the lessening of unemploy- 
ment. The two problems differ essentially 
in that the former is a problem of ad. 
ministrative machinery, and the latter is 
a problem for constructive policy. They 
touch really only at the point when there 
is a danger lest excessive expenditure on 
relief of any kind—whether relief works 
or cash payments—constitutes a serious 
obstacle to the revival of trade. It is not 
of the slightest use to sacrifice the 
employed to the unemployed, because the 
only result can be more unemployment, 
and it is just because a lowering of the 
present excessive taxation must take a 
prominent place among the many 
meacures necessary to tnake trade easier 
and more voluminous that economy in 
public expenditure is in the interests of 
the whole nation, including the unem- 
ployed. In short, public authorities 
must economise because they have over- 
spent in relation to the resources of the 
employed, from whom alone they can 
obtain the money, and economy in public 
expenditure is one of the best ways of 
removing that lack of confidence which, 
in the opinion of the eminent economists 
who write to us to-day, blocks the entry 
of private saving into fertile invest- 
ment. 


IRISH TALKS ENDED.

secret document and was never ratified 
by the Dail. Secondly, they claimed that 
under the Government of Ireland Act of 
1920 Great Britain was not entitled to 
claim payments of the Irish land 
annuities. Thirdly, they maintained that, 
even if those payments should be found 
to be due to this country, the counter- 
claims on behalf of the Free State more 
than offset any sums due. It was on these 
counter-claims, it is understood, that a 
ood deal of discussion took place. The 
‘ree State delegation, it is believed, put 
forward claims which can only be de- 
scribed as fantastic, running as they did 
into hundreds of millions of pounds. They 
were based on pleas of over-taxation and 
extortionate payments in’ the past, and 
on similar grounds, 

The discussions throughout were 
friendly, but it was solely due to the 
patience of the British Ministers that the 
discussion. lasted so long and. covered 
so wide a field. It is understood that the 
issue of the Free State desiring to remain 
within the Empire was never directly 


taised, although it is not going too far 


to say that it was hinted at. Nor was 
ths earlier suggestion of the setting up 
of a fact-finding commission to investigate 
and report discussed. The idea of 
an arbitration tribunal was, however, 
very definitely brought forward, but on 
this Mr. de Valera was as unyielding as 
ever. He and his colleagues insisted on 
their freedom of choice to nominate their 
representatives on such a tribunal from 
outside the Empire, if they so desired.

HE resolution referring to the proposed 

I Civil Service salary reductions, which 

was moved as an emergency resolution 
by Mr. Linehan (1.N.T.O.), welcomed the 
Administrative Council's declaration of oppo- 
sition to the cuts, and condemned the ap- 
pointment of a ' non-representative star 
chamber commission to recommend cuts in 
such services.” In moving it, Mr. Linehan 
recalled that Mr. de Valera, when in opposi- 
tion, had declared that he would oppose 
reductions in salaries of less than £400. 

Mr. Coyle (Dublin Central) seconded, 

Mr. W. P. Greene (Dublin Central) said 
that the setting-up of the Commission showed 
that they could not place implicit confidence 
in the present Government. 

Mr. W, Norton, T.D., said that it was 
regrettable that, so early ir its career, the 
Government had fallen into the old capital- 
istic philosophy of reducing wages. Labour 
would make it clear to them that they would 
not stand for the reduction of the wages of 
a group of wage-earners. 

“I think we can demonstrate’ our 
strength,” he added, *‘ and make it clear to 
the Government that wagr-cutting can only 
reduce the standard of living and give no 
relief, '' 


THE ECONOMY AXE. 


Reference to the proposed reductions was 
also made by Mr. Sean P. Campbell, Presi- 
dent of the Irish Trade Union Congress, who 
brought fraternal greetings from that body. 
After declaring that Close examination of Mr. 
de Valera’s legislation showed that ‘‘ the 
legislative quartz contains little labour gold,”’ 
he said, with regard to the wage cuts :— 

“ The subject is giving the National Execn- 
tive of the Congress serious cause for thought, 
and already a demand has been submitted 
to the head of the State tu receive a deputa- 
tion to lay before him reasons why there 
should be no further reduction in the standard 
of living of these trade unionists. The setting 
up of a Commission to inquire into the salaries 
and pay of these public employes is an indi- 
cation that, despite the well-meammng_ utter- 
ances of Ministers, the pay of civil servants, 
teachers, and postal workers is not to be im- 
mune from the ‘economy axe.’ 

“‘ The strongest exception must be taken 
to this action and the sternest opposition 
offered. If the State can find moneys in 
abundance to subsidise and bounty-feed 
various agricultural activities, then it must 
be compelled to leave untouched the earnings 
of State employés. If it can only proceed in 
the method time-honoured by capitalist 
Governments, then there is all the more rea- 
son why organised labour should become more 
critical of the actions of the Government, and 
compel by the use of its Parliamentary power 
a respect for the conditions of «employment of 
those directly employed by the State.’’ 

Mr. Campbeli said that the attitude of the 
Labour Party in the Dail had the approval 
of the overwhelming majority, not alone of 
the organised workers, but of all men and 
women who desired to see their ancient coun- 
try wring its freedom from the tutelage of a 
foreign Power. ‘‘In helping to free this coun- 
trv from allegiance to a foreign potentate, 
and withholding in this country moneys which 
it cannot now, and never should have been, 
called upon to provide, the party is perform- 
ing @ meritorious work,” he declared. 

“We trade unionists,’’ he continued, ‘‘ con- 
sider the Government should make more im- 
‘mediate specific and direct efforts to bring 
relief to those who are destitute, with im- 
proved legislation to meet the position of the 
ordinary week-and-week-about unemployed.”’ 
The physical and moral deterioration which 
would result if improvements were not made 
could never be countered merely by tariffs.

ALLEGED ATTEMPTS TO 
DIVIDE WORKERS. 

Last week's rioting in Belfagt was dis- 
cussed by Mr. John Campbell, President of 
the Northern Ireland Labour Party, who also 
brought fraternal greetings. i 

The trouble, he said, had its origin in the 
defeat of the Labour Government in Great 
Britain a little more than twelve months ago, 
and the decision to amend the Unemployment 
Insurance Act by limiting the period for 
standard benefit. 

The Northern Government, he said, had 
applied economies in the most _ ruthless 
manper, leaving the people no alternative to 
tho Poor Law. The Belfast Poor Law 
Guardians were the most heartless in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and they had been con- 
demned by clergymen, including the Pro- 
testant bishop. 

Remarking on the fact that eight shillings 
a week was their allowance for a man with 
a wife and, sometimes, children. he said that 
this was one thing when it applied to only a 
few people here and there, but another when 
the whole town was concerned. In Belfast 
there were 74,000 unemployed. 

Mr. Campbell told the story of a man 
who was seen in Belfast walking backward 
and forward before a shop, each time picking 
a few potatoes from a bag, until he had 
filled his pockets. '“He was followed home 
by a policeman,” said Mr, Campbell, ‘‘ who 
found the children were eating the potatoes 
without even waiting for them to be washed.”’ 

Turning to the events of last Tuesday. he 
said that “the whole city was an armed 
force,” and as soon as the demonstrators 
attempted to assemble, police used batons and 
in some cases the gun. 

The Prime Minister on that night, in reply 
to a request for a reasonable measure of 
‘relief, said: “‘ Just one word, and one word 
only, to those mischief-makers who have 
come into our midst. If they have the idea 
at the back of their minds of securing a 
republic for ali Treland, then I say ' Never.’ 
and T add that I will never be intimidated.” 

“ There,’” remarked sir, Campbell, “‘ you 
have attempts to divide the workers into 
religious camps.. The attempt to create that 
division might have been good enough in the 
years that are past, but when you finda whole 
city suffering the pangs of hunger, surely 
they will not allow a set of over-paid 
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| tion, and not side issues introduced by the 


politicians to divide them on the question of 
religion.’ 

Mr. Campbell went. on to quote another 
Northern Ireland litician, who had said 
that he was ' shocked by the sight of Pro- 
testant people being driven by hirelings from 
Dublin, Glasgow, and, it may be, Moscow.’ 
“He was not shocked,” Mr. Campbell com- 
mented, “ by the sight of those Protestant 
ME starying.” 

e concessions that had been obtained 
were not enough. The Labour Party always 
had claimed, and, he hoped, always would 
claim, work or maintenance. 

The Government’s one cry was this fear 
of an Irish republic. “We have retained 
our connection with Great Britain,” was; 
the boast of Lord Craigavon. What use, 
though, was the connection with Great 
Britain if the workers were not getting the 
same treatment as the workers in Great 
Britain? 

Speaking of the position of the Irish Labour 
Party, Mr, Campbell said that, coming from 
Northern Ireland, he was rather surprised to 
find a considerable volume of support at 
that conference for the present Free State 
Government. They were lucky if they had a 
Government which would do something for 
the working people. 

Senator T. Foran assured Mr. John 
Campbell that the Irish Labour Party were 
‘not at all satisfied with the present 
Government. They are not moving fast 
enough or far enough on economic matters to 
satisty us,” he added. 


TRANSPORT PROBLEM. 


When the conference resumed, discussion 
was continued on a resolution cailing for 
nationalisation of transport. 

Mr. R. Hennessey OE complained 
of importation by the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company of equipment from abroad that 
could have been made at home, and said that 
the company in several ways had neglected 
opportunities, its one object now being to 
worsen the conditions of the workers. 

As to whether the Government had any 
policy, he believed that they would have, 
ut the question could not be decided until 
had had an interview with 
President de Valera. ‘‘If that interview is 
unsatisfactory,’ he commented, ‘‘a policy 
will have to be brought in which will meet 
the situation.” 

With regard to road motor services, he 
believed that they were necessary, and that 
good use could be made of them provided 
that there was co-ordination. “ lí the rail- 
ways go out of existence, as there is a pos- 
sibility that they will unless immediate steps 
are taken to save them,” he remarked, ‘‘ you 
can pieture to yourselves what the state of 
the country will be with all transport on the 
roads. Think of the sacrifice of life.” 

Mr. W. P. Green (Dublin Central) said 
that he had been told that, owing to the 
abnormal lorry traffic, the bridges of the 
country were rapidly becoming unsafe. 

Senator Johnson said that usually the cost 
of transport was ken of only in terms of 
£s.d., but it should be remembered that part 
of the cost of road transport to-day was 
hundreds of accidents and scores of deaths. 
He thought that it could be established in 
any court of equity that. the railroad was 
just as much the property of the public as 
the main highway. 

The resolution was passed.

If that be the case, then I do plead guilty 
that we are. playing England's game. But 
the fact remains that we want a settlement 
for our country’s sake, and we do not care 
a row ‘of pins about England or any other 
country. ‘ 

“The policy put to this country will not 
only affect the farmers’ and shopkeepers’ 
interests, but the workers as well. It is the 
one country that has to support us all, and 
I ask the people to take notice of what is 
happening. I ask those who would like to 
see our country free, prosperous, and united 
to organise and compel the Government to 
concedé “your démands. | 

“You may say it is not “your business

And if British politicians think that by 
their new man@uvres they. can secure the 
defeat of the present Government here they 
are more foolish even than their method of 
conducting negotiations indicates. ‘The only 
effect. their latest. attitude will have on the 
Irish people will be. to emphasise the 
importance of ‘freeing ourselves from every 
form of British interference.

By the former better terms may be obtained, 
for the British are not so unsympathetic or 
inhuman as a small minority in this country 
misrepresent them. If this country, through 
its representatives, quite candidly declared its 
willingness to remain within the Common- 
wealth it is almost certain that a compromise 
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If, on the other hand, we declare that at the 
next opportunity we are going to vote our- 
selyes ont of the Commonwealth, is there ary 
earthly reason why the “other side ' should 
agree to’ any tompromise® at all? It. seems 
absolutely certain that the British would: be 
willing : to. yield) something worth while if 
the Irish side were prepared to ‘meet them 
half-way.. An umeompfromising ; attitude can 
lead nowhere extept to greater chaos than 
alteady ; exists, and..it is to be hoped: that 
those at the head of. affairs in the Free 
State do not seriously wish to see.the country 
any more unsettled than it happens to be.

FINE CHURCH PLAY IN 
DUBLIN.

In connection with the Church of Ireland 
celebrations, “ The Pageant of St. Fatrick”’ 
was produced-on Saturday evening at the 
Mansion House, Dublin, and further per- 
formances will be given each evening up till, 
and including, Friday. The pageant is by 
Mrs. Ethel Devidies, with music settings 
by Dr. George Hewson. 

The Pageant deals with the main incidents 
in the Saint’s career, from extreme youth 
to old age and death. It opens with the 
capture of the boy Patrick from his parent’s 
home, and proceeds to show his slavery in 
Ireland, his student days on the Continent, 
and incidents from his mission in Ireland. 
These include the confounding of King 
Laoghaire’s Druids on the Plain of Tara 
and the overthrow of the pagan image (Crom 
Cruach) at Slane. The eleventh scene shows 
Patrick's death at Saul, while a tableau 
follows representing the Church of Ireland 
throughout the ages. 

The production is a series of scenes rather 
than a conriected play; in fact, it would have 
been impossible, with so many places and 
incidents, for it to be otherwise. As a 
pageant, it is ‘well conceived, though the 
uniformity of treatment makes it rather dull 
in places. The authoress has done some- 
thing to reproduce the fire and energy of 
the Saint, even as a young boy, while the 
Druidic ‘scenes are imaginative and ex- 
cellently written, 


THE PRODUCTION. 


Mr. Lennox Robinson’s production is an 
object lesson on how to adapt one’s methods 
to the material. The pageant contains very 
little action, and Mr. Robinson has not 
attempted to compensate for this, Instead 
he groups his characters around the stage 
and hardly allows them to move at all. The 
result is much more effective than one might 
think. 

The scenery is very simple and formal, 
but not lacking in colour, while the 
costumes are very well conceived, and, some- 
how, avoid giving that “fancy dress” 
appearance which spoils so many period
